On the 22nd|23rd July, 1980, at mid-night, an Ambassador 
Car stopped at Dillai Check Post* The car did not nave 
any registration number plate and instead an ‘On Test* plate 
was hung on it* Constable Nguni Chakesang, who was on 
duty, checked the passenger^ of the car and asked them to 
produce the rcgistialion documents of the car and their 
licences. He also enquired as to why a car which was 'On 
Test' should ply on the road at mid-night* Each 'of the 
passengers made contradictory statements which made him 
suspicious and he immediately repotted the matter to the 
Officei-in-Charge, Sub-Inspector EL Alet Kuki. Shri Kuki 
immediately came to the spot and ordered Shri Chake&ang 
to seaich the persons.
